"THE  SALEM  MINE  -  WHERE  IS  IT  ?  ? " 


By:  John  R.  Fliss 


There  are  three  tokens  of  the  SALEM  MINE  that  are  familiar  to  most  coal 
scrip  collectors.  They  are: 

1 .  GOOD  FOR  1  EXPLODER  -  Octagon  Shape  -  22mm 

2.  GOOD  FOR  1  STICK  POWDER  -  Square  Shape  -  22  mm 

3.  GOOD  FOR  3  STICKS  POWDER  -  Round  Shape  -  21mm 

All  are  of  brass  composition  and  holed  at  12  o'clock.  The  reverse  of  each 
is  blank.  The  obverse  on  all  contains  the  single  word  "SALEM"  and  the 
GOOD  FOR  value. 

The  information  available  on  the  token  obviously  indicates  it  to  be  a  mining 
token,  but  not  necessarily  a  coal  token,  is  it  a  coal  token?  And,  where 
was  the  Salem  Mine  located? 

Up  to  the  end  of  1975,  the  tokens  were  generally  attributed  to  the  SALEM 
CO.  MINE,  Salem,  Colunbiana  County,  Ohio.  They  have  also  been  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  SALEM  COAL  &  COKE  CO.  of  both  Clearfield  and  DuBois, 

Clearfield  County,  Pa.  I  have  even  heard  Salem,  Roanoke  County,  Va.  and 
Salem,  Harrison  County,  W.Va.,  mentioned  as  possibilities.  All  locations 
can't  be  right  and  in  fact,  none  are  correct. 

The  Salem  Mine  was  a  coal  mine  located  near  New  Alexandria,  Westmore¬ 
land  County,  Pa.  It  was  owned  by  the  Keystone  Coal  &  Coke  Co., 
headquartered  at  the  County  Seat  of  Greensburg,  Pa. 

'n 

The  Salem  Mine  shut  down  in  1945  when  Keystone  Coal  &  Coke  went  out  of 
the  mining  business. 

As  one  travels  East  on  US  Route  22,  approaching  New  Alexandria,  the  con¬ 
crete  base  of  the  mine  shaft  can  still  be  clearly  seen  from  the  highway  by 
looking  to  the  right  or  due  South.  Also  to  be  seen  are  the  abandoned  red 
brick  lamphouse  and  repair  shop  nestled  to  the  right  on  a  hill-top.  Coke 
ovens  once  lined  the  hillside  around  the  mine  shaft.  They  have  all  been 
covered  with  earth  and  no  visible  traces  of  their  existence  is  evident.  Only' 
tall  grass  and  brush  grows  where  once  the  ovens  smoked.  The  original 
company  store,  Hempfield  Supply  Co.,  still  stands  nearby.  It  still  operates 
as  a  General  Store  and  is  owned  by  Mr.  Dougal  Neilson,  who  once  managed 
the  Hempfield  company  store.  A  cluster  of  old  but  neat  wooden  homes  still 
surrounds  the  mining  area.  Residents  affectionately  refer  to  is  as  Piumville. 

The  name  will  not  be  found  on  a  map  because  there  was  never  a  Post  Office 
in  the  town.  Residents  were  serviced  by  the  New  Alexandria  office. 

But....  why  was  the  mine  called  SALEM  ??  That's  easy...  It  was  located 
in  Salem  Township.
